THE SHIP SUBSIDY BILL. 


Congress is just now engaged in 


discussing the ship subsidy bill, and 
It is interesting to note that Senator 
Frye of Maine and other eastern sen- 
ators whose states are interested in 
ship building, favor this bill, while 
•western men are more or less indif- 
ferent. Discussion of the measure has 
developed the : fact that less than ten 
per cent, of our exports are-carried in 
American bottoms, and only about 
three per cent, of the world's ocean 
commerce is handled -by our fleets. 


There is no discounting the fact 


that our merchant marine is weak 
compared witri other great nations. 


The Chicago.1 Inter-Ocean states that 


•we paid out la|t year for ocean freight 
$175,000,000, sjnd uses the statement 
as an argument in favor of the bill. 


Without goipg into a discussion of 


the case on its merits, it looks on 
.the face of it as though American cap- 
ital was losing a good opportunity 
for investment. Foreign merchant ma- 
rine is not subsidized' to any very 
alarming extent, and yet this class of 
sea-going craft controls the trade. 


It would, of' course, be a matter of 


pride if American vessels could handle 
American eoidmerce, but it is simply 
a matter of pride and nothing else. As 
a matter of business, pure and sim 
pie, there is just, as much" sense in 
subsidizing a' railroad with the peo- 
ple's money, 
• as. 
in 
subsidizing a 


steamship company from the same 
fund. It is simply another name for 
cJass legislation. 


The average farmer cares nothing 


about the sentiment of a flag from the 
mast of an ocean.freighter or a "White 
Star gray hound. What he is inter- 
ested in is the price of freight. When 
•he loads -a car of stock at the loca 
station, "he never 
stops to 
notice 


•whether the car belongs to the Cana 
dian Pacific or New York Central 
one rides just as easy as the othe 
and travels just as fast. He is inter 
ested in the live stock and not in the 
rolling stock. 
. 


If he was going abroad and a Ger- 


man liner would land him in London 
fifty cents cheaper than an American 
vessel, the German would get the pat- 
ronage. 


There is no sentim'ent and very 


little nonsense about business. Con- 
gress is navigating an American craft 
just now on the sea of public opinion. 
That honorable body is some ways 
from shore on some propositions, and 
•while the Stars and Stripes.'ure float- 
ing from the mast head, a fog hoi'-n 
may be necessary to make the har- 
bor. It is possible for a man to get 
so full of sentiment that he cau't hear 
a fog horn, and it looks very EMioh as 
though the subsidy - sentiment 
was 


getting in its deadly work. 


COMMENDABLE MODESTY. 


Chicago just now has a philanthro- 


pist who is so peculiarly modest that 
his name and his work is attracting 
attention. 
He 
is 
a wealthy man 


whose name is unknown except to the 
city police, who - act as his bureau 
of information, and who keep him 
advised as to the worthy poor in 
their respective districts. He employs 
assistantts who investigate each in- 
dividual case and furnish prompt re- 
lief if the Applicant is worthy. He 
made 'but one demand and that is, 
that is that his name shall not be 
mentioned. He says that 'he is sim- 
ply doing what seems to him his duty. 
That he wants neither credit for it, 
nor notoriety, and that if his name is 
given to the -public it will cause him 
to suspend operations. 


This man is imitating the Master 


in his methods 1900 years ago, in 
going about doing good in a quiet 
way. 
His work is so unselfish that 


people would like to know, him and 
crown him a philanthropist. 


This is certainly commendable, and 


yet it is true that, aside from the 
large public gifts to colleges and va- 
rious Christian enterprises, that the 
great bulk of charity today is given in 
the same quiet, unostentatious way. 


There are thousands of ge.nerous- 


hearted people all over the land, who 
contribute freely of time -and money, 
careful to observe the bible injunc- 
iori," Let not thy left (hand know what 
hy right hand doeth."

Her two rivers are covered 
with the slime of factory refuse. Soft 
coal is burned and chimneys tall and 
unsightly belch forth a pall of filth.

The custom has amounted to a farce 


for a good many years, and is so re- 
garded. Committees are appointed, and 
.-e^'day set apart for presenting this 
class of documents, and months after 
the man is buried committees assem- 
ble and read to vacant seats an ex- 
travagant eulogy. Then the paper is 
engrossed and .several thousand cop 
les printed for distribution, bi.it never 
sent out. As; a result a great mass of 
this kind of literature accumulates and 
the capitol store rooms are crowded 
with it. The stuff is too sacrel to de- 
etroy and too ancient to send out. 


Congress has discovered what has 


been apparent to newspapers for a 
long time, and that is that a man's 
life and recor'd is his best eulogy. Ev- 
ery newspaper office in the land is be- 
sieged every now 
and then 
with 


lengtEy obituaries and poems dedi- 
cated to the departed, written n- month 
'or two after the sad event occurred. 
There is no news -about this kind of 
literature and 'nothing .else of inter- 
est to the general reader, and so the 
journal is obliged to turn ft down. 


Death in a home is always sacred, 


and the sense of personal loss is keen 
and bitter, and not unfrequently felt 
for many Tveary months, but every 
home has its own sorrows, and while 
humanity is full of sympathy, yc?t there 
is but little sentiment that lasts be- 
yond the burial, outside the family, 
and circle of immediate friends. This 
is as it should be. Our dead leave us 
beyond recall, but the living are with 
us. Morbid sentiment clings .to the 
empty grave, biit his sympathy goes 
hand in hand with the living, helping 
to make the rough* places smooth, 
and cheering sad hearts in hours of 
loneliness. 


Congress will do well to reform the 


eulogy habit, and if she has any mon- 
ey to spend on this class of dead lit- 
erature, distribute it among the wid- 


whioh has more than a million souls, 
but tell you, on the contrary, that they 
intend to stay only long enough to 
make their fortunes and then nqve to 
a pleasaater 
place—New York or 


some other city." 
' Mr. Ashbee is visiting the large 
cities of this country in the interests 
of historic art. He has evidently never 
been away from home before, and he 
won't need to be away very long now 
unless he reforms. His Chicago aud- 
ience t.eated him as he deserved by 
leaving the hall while he was speaking. 


Chicago may not b'e able to show 


Mr. Ashbee very much in the way of 
relics, but the city can put up a whole 
menagerie in almost every other line; 
including Charles T. Yerkes, who is 
today engaged in side-tracking a few 
London relics in the way of ante-de- 
luvian transportation, 
"don't 
cher 


know." 


If Mr, Ashbee and foreigners of 


lis class, will come out of the past, 
and live in the present for a week or 
two, they will -discover that Chicago 
is the representative city of the most 
progressive country that the sun illu- 
minates, and the city is yet in its boy- 
hood. 


London ha? relics, an-d age, and 


lethargy, with sublime egotism, and 
occasionally a lool representative like 
Ashbee. She is welcome to the outfit. 


Chicago 'has enterprise, push and 


vim. She may not possess all the mod- 
esty that the code provides, but she 
has never had the temerity to send 
a representative to London to tell 
that old city *hat she was twenty-five 
years behind the American city that 
was a swamp fifty years ago.

riers; punishment of persons who forc- 
ibly attempt to enter mail cars, or who 
assault a railway mail clerk while on 
duty; authority for postoffice inspect- 
ors to take out search warrants when- 
ever necessary; an appropriation for 
constructing inspectors' lookouts in
